To; place such a reckoning before a householder, under 
the usual terms of water and light bills, was downright 
crude. Some consideration should have been given to 
levelling out the 'differences over a period of months. 
The householder should Have been given time to make 
up the extra 4 payments. 

; Where public futilities me administered by the 
equivalent of *■ volunteers" mistakes in judgment are 
bound to occur. In this instance, the mistjike is acknowl- 
edged; but that has not been enough. Having made the 
mistake, it could not be expected thiit the; public would 
cheerfully pay the corrections. The public should have 
been treated with more consideration. ' 

There is a strong body of opinion which insists 
that the \yater.and light commissions absorb the mis- 
takes within their operations and call it quits. This 
would be a foolish undertaking as the water and light 
commissions recognize. These utilities are not private 
corporations; such losses as have been incurred cannot 
be taken out of the firm's pockctk as would l>e the case 
in private business. If the losses arising out of incor- 
rect meter reading arc not collected from those who 
have been the unwitting victims, they will have to come 
out of the tax-rate anyway. The method followed by 

the water and light commissions is the only practical 
way. 

But the fact remains that some consideration should 
have been given the public, and notice of these considera- 
tions clearly given in the letter accompanying the bills. 
It would have saved much which has been lost in respect 
and confidence in the administration of these utilities. 
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RESTS WITH FARMERS 
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The Holland River is at flood this time of year. TliO 
ditches along the roadsides run deep and many: fields 
have spring watercourses cutting their wasteful way 
across the land. While this .run-off is an encouraging 
sign of spring, it is a discouraging sight for those who 
are conservation minded. One cannot help but wonder 
how long it must be before the retaining of that water 
will be an essential part of all farming. 

The Holland valley now has a conservation commis- 
sion and in time, its efforts will contribute to the 
maintenance of natural resources in the valley. But the 
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real work of conservation remains with those closest 
to the land. Upon their willingness to learn and practice 

methods of farming which will hold water on the land 
rests any wide-spread and useful conservation program. 

Too frequently, we think of conservation in terms 
of trees planted or dams built. They are important 
to conservation but they are certainly not the most 
important Moreover, such projects cost tremendous 
sums of money. The farmer can accomplish far more 
by studying his methods of farming, and keeping an 
open mind to the proposals of the .conservationist. ;. - 

Granted there are far too many fads in conserva- 
tion but these should not blind the farmer to, the essen- 
tial : worth of basic proposals. Gr anted too is the 
irritation which must accompany the reading of such 
editorials as this. The farmer must become weary of 
all the free advice that he is being offered. After all, 
it is easy enough for the conservationist to observe from 
a comfortable chair that contour- plowing is the thing, 
and that really, old chap, you should sow more grass. 
But impatient as the farmer becomes, he must recognize 
that on him depends the success or failure of a conser- 

w V 

vation program and upon that success or failure rests 

his own and his son's future. .-.. 



LESSON FOR THE LEARNING 



Those who propound the blithe proposals for an 
easier life for the daiiy industry generally: might give 
some thought to the implications of the decision of 
Newmarket dairies to resume six-day milk deliveries. 
The dairies had switched to a five-day delivery. They 
went to six days for the simplest reason of all, the 
customers were not buying enough milk. 

Despite the fumbling efforts of the milk board to 
treat the dairy industry as something removed from 
the facts of supply and demand, milk remains just like 
any other commodity. It requires some effort to sell 
it. Heaven knows, there are enough substitutes to take 
the place of bottled milk if the effort to sell is lacking. 

The dairy worker sometimes acts as if the dairy 
farmer existed by the grace of his efforts instead of 
the other way around. But while the dairy farmer 
could shortly find a substitute to present methods of 
milk distribution, we doubt if the dairy worker in the 
city could find a substitute for the industry which 
provides him with the milk on whose sales he makes his 
living. 

The sooner that fact penetrates the thinking of the 
milk distributing industry, the better. The exi>erienco 
in Newmarket should help. 



COUNTY TAXES 



In last week's presentation of the budget, Mayor 
Joseph Vale was critical of the county levy upon the 
municipality.. He questioned the value of the return 
on the increasing tax which must be piiui He is not 
alone in this. In other parts of the county, municipal 
officials have wondered aloud if the county adminis- 
tration is practical. There have even been echoes of 
such criticism from the city Which contributes to county 
through the Toronto and York rpairts commission.

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In these -days of unsettled 
conditions, no matter what we 
discuss, eventually we always 
get back at the same difficulty, 
and, that is -the cost of labor. 
We agree that properly quali- 
fied labor is scarce, that it is 
expensive, and that the yburigr . 
; er generation doesn't want to 
z stay on the farm, a fact which 
also contributes to the labor 
problem. 

Two of the points involved, 
we could discuss at long length. 
We never ; understood .why 
more effort isn't made to teach 
arid qualify farm labor for 
jobs. Why b it that you have 
to be an. apprentice- or,- at 
least learn to be an electrician, 
a plumber, a carpentpr, but 
that a farm laborer is supposed 
to be born with the. knowledge 
'. of a job far more complicated, to 
know automatically how to run 
a baler or a combine or a for- 
age harvester. We have . never 
heard any organized fa r m 
group ask for farm labor tech- 
nical education. -j-->. 

The second thing,, namely 
that labor is expensive, is more 
a negative statement than a 
positive one. It usually means 
that : the farmer cannot afford 
the labor and thus hain't got it, 

—arid not that he. is paying the" 
wages industry does... it also- 
means font farm labor is. more 
transient than. ever and that a 
farm job is more than ever just 
a stepping stone from another 
country to industry or farm 
ownership in this" country. 

In other words, we are far- 
ther away from a staple farm 
labor source than : . we ever 
were. Competition for -labor 
is keenest in the summer. In 
the winter, with a number of 
'unemployed,', when a man ad- 
vertises for farm labor there 

.are answers from the city from 
men who. used to live and work 
oh the farm. But come spring. 
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and the construction jobs get 
started, and we are bnck ttiiere. 
we were, as bad ass ever, with- 
out labor. 

Undoubtedly, some of these 
disadvantages could be change . 
ed by better planning and 
some way^ of training labor. 
Some could be helped by me- \ 
chanizatton. But these are the 
outside aids. We feel too that' 
the farm employer will have 
to change his attitude in many 
respects. We might as well 
face the fads that our way of 
thinking about labor is too of- J 
ten conditioned by the wages 
and conditions of work which 
prevailed 20 years ago, in 
cheap labor times — it was also 
the time of cheap pork, milk 
and beef. And anybody who 
thinks that we can have today's 
prices, whatever they are, and 
wages" of 20 years ago, just 
better.. wake up and soon.. 

We" will have to change our- 
minds about hours of. work too. 
We read recently about an exr 
periment: with identical twin? 
heifer and bull calves. In these/ 
experiments they found that? 
when ■■ one group was milked 
twice a day, eight and 16 hours. 
apart, and another group 12 
and 12 hours apart, there was 
very little difference in their^ 
production. In other words,: 
one could, according to thisgj 
hire a .-' man for an eight-hour : 
day and have a dairy farm.

At a -meeting in September, 
the deed of the Cane property 
was secured and the first plans 
submitted were for, a wing at the 
south to make two stories, two 
public wards of six or eight beds 
each and a third storey over this 
wing for nurses' quarters.

You 
may ask why doesn't the Board 
raise the rates accordingly. The 
Board has raised their rates but 
hot quite double. High ward 
rales work a hardship to the pa- 
tients, so the Board has tried to 
keep them as low as possible. 
So you can understand why it is 
hard to make income balance 
expenses. 

May I say hero that there is 



lined in this note, ore so ridicu- 
lous as to arouse pity rather 
than anger or laughter at the 
commission's attempt to save 
face for the apparently inefficient 
or indifferent manner in which 
they handle their jobs. 

But the maddening part of it 
all is that the consumer has no 
choice but to pay up or else. 
In a day when the consumer is 
at the mercy of so many money- 
grabbing profiteers from which 
there is no escape or protection. 
it seems to me that a public util- 
ities commission is taking unfair 
advantage of their protected 
position. 

They are simply laying the ex- 
pense of inefficient operation on 
the people who can least afford 
it, instead of absorbing the losses 
within their own sanctum. 

Perhaps the Era could obtain 
access to the commission's af- 
fairs and give the people a truth- 
ful and complete explanation of 
their method of operation and 
also of how they arrived at the 
"accurate" figure they obtained.

BETTER SELLING 

The Editor: We should do some 
more thinking about this hog 
business. Is reduced production 
really the solution to our prob- 
lem? It may appear the obvious 
one in these bad times, but it 
seems to me to come from a 
defeatist attitude. Yet those of 
us who believe in maintaining 
volume of production have not 
so far used enough imagination 
in presenting our case. Rather 
than reduce output, why not try 
to expand existing markets? The 
best Canadian bacon is one. of 
the finest in the world. Cer- 
tainly it is the best on this con- 
tinent. Why not tell people so? 

Breakfast food manufacturers 
sell quantities of cereal grains 
by widespread advertising. Why 
should not the hog producers ad- 
vertise in the same way? When 
they have top quality lean ba- 
con to sell, their product, rich 
in protein, is more desirable 
from a nutrition angle than 
starchy cereals. On this sound 
basis, they should spend thought 
and money on top quality adver- 
tising. 

How can the advertising cam- 
paign be paid for? About 5,-; 
000,000 hogs are marketed an- 
nually in Canada. A sum of 25 
cents per hog sold would pro- 
vide over $1,000,000. That would 
represent less than one percent 
of volumes of sales, a reasonable 
sum to devote to public rela- 
tions. Cereal manufacturers 
spend a larger amount to sell 
their products. 

This scheme woutct only be 
workable in conjunction with a 
hog marketing plan and should 
have the advantage of making 
producers independent of gov- 
ernment support.

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Thin & the third and last of a series 
dealing with uiittsual Stanley Cup 
incidents. 

One of the boasts concerning play for 

Canada's premier hockey prize, the Stan- 
ley t'tuvis that only nature, or death, ever hailed the play. 
This, like many other claims made In sport, is not correct. 
Nature hailed the play In the '9G's, when for two years, 
there was no ice available at the finish of the season. Death 
abruptly stepped into the Cup picture in 1919, when the Mon- 
treal Canadiens, champions of the east, invaded Seattle to 
play the Metropolitans for the Cup. , Five games had been 
played, each team having won two, with one tied, when the 
black 'flu, which scourged the continent and left hundreds 
of dead in its wake, hit lioth clubs. Nearly every player was 
stricken, one died, Joe Hall succumbing, and that series never 
was completed. 

But back in the misty past, in 1833 to be exact, there was * 
an unfinished series, and viewed in retrospect, this fiasco 
lia.s lis humorous over-tones, though doubtless there. was. 
nothing funny about it at the time. 

Champions of the east were the Montreal Victorias, rep- 
resenting one of the greatest truly-amateur clubs in Canadian- 
sports history, an organization which disbanded in the MO's, 
when the press of professionalism became too great. The 
club refused to sacrifice its standards, and closed down com-.- 
pletely. Champions of the west were the Winnipeg Victorias, - 
a great team, and also completely amateur. 

These two Victorias ieutm had fought out a grim battle- 
in 1896, each winning a scries. In 1891, the Montreal Vic-: 
torias again won the clip, defeating Ottawa. There were no 
Cup matches in 1898, but In 189D, the all-Victoria rivalry 
flared again, as the two teams niet on Montreal ice, best two 
out of three games.

A regular, meeting of the town council was held - 
on Monday night, April 7, with Mayor Rose and all 
members of council; present. A very large- amount of 
business was dealt with, ranging in importance from 
the hearing of delegations to the consideration of ^a . 
junk nuisance and a by-Jaw authorizing the taking of 
a vote on liquor and beer stores. 

Dr.' C. B. Boulding, chairman Reeve Cook reviewed the 



cf the planning board, was prex? 
en% to hear the reading of cor- 
respondence in which his board 
requested the sum of $800 being 
included in the town budget for 
its use in 1952, and a further 
letter suggesting new legislation 
to supercede the by-law recently 
rescinded for set-back building 
on Yonge street. 

A deputation consisting of Mr. 
Kinnear, Mr. Ward, Mr. Wright 
and Mr. Hoffrnan was present 

to appeal that the present name 
of Leper street be changed to 
that of Hill View Road. 

Councillor Davis said his un- 
derstanding was that the street 
was named after an old Aurora 
family, but to his best know- 
ledge there were no members 
surviving. The representations 
of Mr. Kinnear were accepted 
and the new name approved by 
council. 

. Mr. R. V. Smith represented a 
delegation composed of Mr. W. 
Adams and Mrs, Gerrbw .con- 
cerning the future condition of 
the tennis courts. Mr. Smith 
said that if the tennis courts 
were put into good shape a 
greater membership would re^

Garage Residence 

Mr. M. Wilson requested the 
permission of council to reside 
In garage accommodation while 
his house was being built at the 
corner of George and Welling- 
ton.

Councillor Tucker took the 
view that to grant such permis- 
sion v/ould provide- loopholes and 
leave themselves wide open,

The liquor and beer committee having anonymously 
laid its unhealthy egg, its members dispersed to take 
stock of events. To sell the egg to the surprised citizens -: 
of Aurora the committee and its workers set about 
getting petition papers signed mostly by hand-picked ; 
supporters. This preliminary work concluded, the? 
eligible voters will be asked on Tuesday, May 27, to V 
hatch the egg. 

The citizens of Aurora have been pushed into a 
situation not of their choosing. It is a situation that ; 
will cost the town a lot of dollars, the liquor board 
has ordered a vote for May 27. In our innocence we 
had supposed that the Aurora town council was the 
chief executive body for the municipality. We have 
learned otherwise. We have learned that the liquor 
board, at the direction of a few hundred more or less 
hand-picked voters, not the town council, orders the 
citizens around. 

The liquor board will not pay the cost of a new 
voters' list. Nor will the anonymous liquor ami beer 
committee pay the cost of a new voters' list and the 
costs arising from the vote on May 27. The citizens 
of Aurora, the great majority of whom never asked for 
a vote, will pay these costs. 

We were informed that the petition for a vote was 
sent to the liquor board on .March 21. It did not take 
the liquor hoard very long to reply, for the direction 
from that body to the town clerk to take a vote was 
dated March 20. A small number of people appear io 
be in a heck of a hurry to get a stockpile of liquor and 
beer bottles installed in Aurora. 

BATTERING ON CLOSED DOORS 

A jjood deal of our lime is spent in battering on 
closed doors, to get them opened so that the ratepayers 
can see what is going on inside the buildings maintained 
by their money. Some progress has been made and we 
have plenty of time to continue the barrage in the public 
interest. We do not readily give up. 

Take the Arena, for example. In the public interest 
we published several contributions from Mr. T. ft 
Swindle in which he charged that general slackness and 
incompetency had characterized committee management 
It was out of a sense of "frustration", as he stated, that 
he resigned from the board of management on which 
he had served for two years. 

Although we offered full space for the publication 
of rebuttals on the part of those who felt themselves '-£ 
affronted by Mr. Swindle's observations, not ono word - 
have wc been asked to print It is therefore a reason- 
able presumption that what Mr. Swindle charged can- 
not be rebutted. 

It is high time that the citizens had full tnfonna- 
Jion on what is happening to their $80,000 investment. 
They got nothing last year but an unsigned financial 
statement which Mr. Swindle challenged; M is our ; 
intention to press for full information on the rink 
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April .

The grades made 
up 54 per cent of the herds and 
46 per cent of them qualified, 
6 per cent over the provincial 
average.
